A Sketch of the Prniiltn Chamber ofDeputies.
A correspondent at Berlin sends to the Paris

journal La France an interesting description
of the hall iu which the deputies of the Prussian
Parliament meet, and of the most prominent
leaders. The writer says:

"The chamber is situated In the Donhofplatz,
In the centre of the city r the building is a very
ordinary one, didering but little from the sur-
rounding homes. Alter having traversed a
court, the visitor arrives at the hall of
sitting through low and dark corridors, much
resembling the passages in the Conciergerie
of Paris. Two stories mutt be ascended
to reach the public tribuues. The hall,
oblong in form, is covered with dark redpaper, and lighted by two large openings, iu the
roof. As it is cold in winter aud hot in summer,
the deputies rind it very inconvenient. The
peakers address the house either from their

places, or from a small tribui.3 placed below the
president's seal. The whole prorrc9s is t party ia
seated to the left of that tuuetfonary, who has
In front of him the centre, placed between him
and the ministers, the conservatives sitting on
his right. M. de Forkenbeck, the advocate, is
the president, and iiamed by the chamber: he is
a young man, with a lair complexion and a very
mild aspect, but making his observations at
times 'with quite considerable vivacity; the
chamber, however, receives tneni with defer-
ence. Ho is the mediator of the assembly.

"In the centre, Al. Vincko, an old man, with
white hair and prominent features, s the most in-
fluential member of his party; he Is a brilliunt
speaker, and often supports the policy of the
Government. Near him is the celebrated M.
Simpson, wh presided over the assembly ot
Frankfort, and broueht the imperial crown to
King Frederick William; he is held in great
repute as a lawyer.

''On the right, good speakers are few in num-
ber. Tbe member of this party who rises most
frequently is M. vVagner, the founder of the
Kreuil Zeihtng. He was formerly liberal, but a
creat change nas come over his opinions; hav-
ing become a high functionary, he defends with
ardor the policy of Count Bismark. His solemn
language and very unprepossessing countenance
do not efiect much towards conciliating the
good-wi- ll of the progressist public, whose
favorite, on the contrary, is M. T wesfen. This
latter pemorjage, a Judge In the Berlin tribunal,'is a little man with lair hair and beard; he ex- -

firesses himself with a firm voice and energetic
; he goes straight to his adversary, und

presses him with arguments replete with logic,
which excite tempests on the side of the right.

"Near him is M. Watdeck, member of the
Supreme Tribunal (Court ot Caesatiou), who
speaks frequently, and defends constitutional
rijhls with i ll the authority of his position.
Hi) marked features und white hair attract at-
tention, and bi3 prolixity is pardoned iu virtue
of aee and gravity. In front of him is seated

. M. Virchow, prol'esior of anatomy at Berlin,
"With a forehead yellow like ivory, and a dark
beaid beginning to be silvered by age. You
know well his tulent and his influence over his
own party, and you cannot have forgotten the
provocation addressed to him by Count de Bis-mar-

who leit otl'ended by the attacks made on
his policy by the eminent professor.

"In the ranks of the left there are also to be
found M. Bchulz-Delitsc- h, a man perhaps the
best known, and certainly the most popular, in
all Prussia; he has devoted his whole Hie to the
laboring classes, whose associations have found
him their most eloquent aud zealous cham-
pion. He is still full of vivacity, and is
constantly moving about from one part of
the chamber to another to confer with
his political friend. Lastly, we have Doctor
Jacoby, whose bald head and aquiline nose
impart an original character to his physiognomy ;
you are acquainted with his republican opinions,
of which he makes no mystery. He is especially
the man ot Btrong convictions, never swerving
from his path, but marching on straight to his
object without caring whether he is followed or
not by tbe multitude. Forcible in his delivery,
he spfaks the truth without disguise, in the
keenest and most incisive language. No ribbons
or unitorms are to be seen in the chamber, sim-
plicity prevailing everywhere."
